THREE HURT IN STOCKYARD FIRE. 


KANSAS CITT, Nov. 7.—Twenty-five 


acres of cattle pens, one-third of the lo- 
cal stock yards, had been destroyed, with 
a loss estimated at throe-quarters of a 
million dollars, by a fire that began last 
night and still was burning early this 
morning. Three men were Injured by 
bums and falling timbers. The fire Is 
not yet under control, and another sec- 
tion of the yards Ia in danger. 


The local stock yards -will be sertously 


crippled In handling the unusually heavy 
shipments of stock exchanged here as a 
result of the Quarantine of tie Chicago 
yards. The injured men are H. O. Os- 
tenneier. cashier of & commission com- 
pany: H- H. Weber, a cattle boes, and 
James Conrow, fireman. None will die. 


"Wnlle officials of th« stock yards com- 


pany deny that any cattle have been 
burned to death, one report asserts that 
4000 head were- lost. Only the 
sudden 


veering of the wind saved the mlillon- 
dollar live stock exchange building, -with- 
in fifty feet of which the fire started. 


FOREST FIRES CHECKED. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 7.—Reports re- 


ceived here last night were to the effect 
that nearly all of the forest fires -which 
have been burning In Southern New Jer- 
sey and parts of Central and Kastem 
Pennsylvania for several daya had been 
checked. 


At one time today the town of Bridge- 


port, in Burlington county. New Jersey, 
was threatened with destruction and its 
Inhabitants had packed their household 
goods ready to flee, while lliUville was 
almost surrounded by flames.

An area of nearly 5000 acres has been 


burned in the vicinity of Hammonton and 
much valuable pine and cedar has been 
destroyed.

United States Navy. It Is a 16-Inch rifle. 

It became known last nleht. has 
been constructed without publicity «,* 
the "Washington Xavy Yard and Is now 
being put through tests «.t the

Head proving ground* oa the Potomac, 
below tho city. 


If the new weapon proves to b» the 


success Its trials promise, it In all prob- 
ability will be adopted as the type of 
gun for the main battery of the three 
dreadnoughts authorized at th« last ses- 
sion of Congress. These vessels, con- 
tracts for two of which already have been 
let. will be larger br several thousand 
tons than any ship now afloat, and th« 
experts figure that they can easily carry 
the heavier guns. 


The largest weapons now used 'In tho 


American navy are the 14-inch guns car- 
ried by the dreadnoughts of the Pennsyl- 
vania, Xevada and New Tork class. The 
newest battleships .of the British navy 
carry 15-Inch rfn«a, eight of them In four 
turrets. 


Tho American ships have their 14-Inch 


guns mounted three In a turret. As th« 
new rifles will weigh Just about twenty 
per cent more than these guns, the con- 
structors are planning to mount them In 
pairs in the same type and size of turret. 


It Is claimed that the 16-Inch gun will 


have a range of fifteen miles, and at 
least twice the penetrating power of the 
famous German howitzers, which have 
played such havoc with the Ynodcm forti- 
fications of Belgium and France, destroy- 
ing In a few hours steel turreted forts 
that were believed to be well-nlth Im- 
pregnable.
